education quality falls

For the past five years, 
campus affairs have undergone 
sweeping changes. Alcohol has 
been steadily phased out of 
campus life. The Rat (currently 
Fox Den) stopped serving alco¬ 
hol in 1985. Residences halls 
are completely dry, except for 
students of age. This is a dra¬ 
matic change from 1977 when 
spiked watermelon was served 
at Spring Carnival. Now, only 
12% of the campus is above 21. 

Over the last two years, 
security at residence halls was 
improved significantly. 

“The drying-out of the cam¬ 
pus alcohol policy “is great for 
students because there is less 
vomit in the bathrooms and it’s 
quiet, and they know that all 
they have to do is go a block 
away to party,” said Larry Sie- 
gal. Director of Residence Life. 
Students can go off-campus to 
party and then return to their 
residence hall to recover in rela¬ 
tive peace. Animal House-like 
activity is not yet extinct. Fre¬ 
quently. “rent parties” are given 
by off-campus students. Large 
numbers of students, many of 
whom are underage, are 
charged a modest fee and drink 
beer from a keg for the duration 
of the party. Unfortunately, 
anything of value must be hid¬ 
den during these parties and 
there is often permanent dam¬ 
age done to the apartments. 

Students do not always con¬ 
tain their parties to their apart¬ 
ments. “There are always calls 
of harassment and public urina¬ 
tion coming in from Lowell res¬ 
idents,” says Siegal. 

Unfortunately, most students 
are not aware that the City of 
Lowell can take certain privi¬ 
leges away from UMass Low¬ 
ell. Permits are required for 
both block parties and Spring 


Carnival, a yearly campus-wide 
event held in the Spring. Park¬ 
ing privileges can also be taken 
away. 

A recent rash of violence 
has broken out around the red 
condo area behind North cam¬ 
pus. 

On September 6, Sara Dun¬ 
lap, a resident on campus was 
struck by a car on the comer of 
the intersection at North Cam¬ 
pus after returning from an off- 
campus party. Her alcohol level 
was twice the legal limit. She 
was immediately taken by 
ambulance to Lowell General 
Hospital where she was treated 
for fractures. 

Tweny-seven student IDs 
were confiscated after Universi¬ 
ty police broke up the party on 
September 10th. The students' 
identification were turned into 
the University of Life Depart¬ 
ment. 

In an aggressive altercation 
that left John Dupuis with a 
broken nose and a fractured 
cheekbone, three UMass Lowell 
students were arrested after they 
allegedly kicked and beat 
Dupuis. 

Jeffery R. Keller, of 107 Uni¬ 
versity Ave., allegedly knocked 
Dupuis down several stairs, 
where two others, Robert C. 
Aziz and Shawn P O'Donnell 
allegedly began punching and 
kicking Dupuis in the face. 

The fight allegedly began 
when Dupuis attempted to inter¬ 
vene on the behalf of two 
female UML students. The two 
women students were allegedly 
being harassed by Dupuis at the 
time. 

Leo King , Associate Vice- 
Chancellor of University Life 
said that disciplinary action will 
be taken against the three stu¬ 
dents after their criminal court 
cases are completed. 


Tuition rises,

(CPS) - As tuition rises and 
classes get crowded, public uni¬ 
versities and colleges are rely¬ 
ing more on teaching assistants, 
and not full-time professors, to 
teach undergraduate classes, a 
congressional report said. 

“Parents are paying ever- 
increasing tuition to have stu¬ 
dents teach students,” said U.S. 
Rep. Pat Schroeder, chairwom¬ 
an of the House Select Commit¬ 
tee on Children, Youth, and 
Families, the panel that investi¬ 
gated the situation. 

According to the report, the 
problem is two-fold. As profes¬ 
sors at public universities spend 
more time in research, the insti¬ 
tutions rely more on teaching 
assistants to instruct undergrad¬ 
uates. At the same time, tuition 
and fees are rising steadily, 
classes are bigger and the result 
is that undergraduates’ educa¬ 
tion is less than desirable, said 
Schroeder, D-Colo. 

Linda Pratt, national presi¬ 
dent of the American Associa¬ 
tion of University Professors, 
said the report was “just non¬ 


sense.” Pratt, an English pro¬ 
fessor at the University of 
Nebraska at Lincoln, said that 
the panel’s findings were too 
vague. 

“Statistics won't bear this 
out. So they decide it is the 
fault of the teachers,” she said. 
“I am dismayed at the simplici¬ 
ty of it.” 

Schroeder said that it is the 
undergraduate students who are 
taking the brunt of the cutbacks. 

“The recession of the past 
several years has created some 
tough times for higher educa¬ 
tion in a number of states,” she 
said. “[Undergraduates] are 
taking the cutbacks on the chin 
in the form of T.A.’s posing as 
professors, fewer class selec¬ 
tions, overenrolled required 
courses, shorter library hours 
and eliminated departments.” 

Some of the report's find¬ 
ings are: 

•From 1980 to 1990, tuition 
and fees increased 141 percent 
at public four-year universities 
and colleges, and by 12 percent 
for the 1991-92 school year. 

•Professors’ teaching loads 


have decreased to as little as six 
credits a semester. “A number 
of faculty avoid teaching alto¬ 
gether by buying out their 
teaching time with the proceeds 
from research grants or outside 
consulting,” Schroeder said. 

•The average salary for a 
public university professor is 
$63,000, and the average school 
year is now 30 weeks, or 7 1/2 
months. 

•Lecture classes are getting 
bigger. As an example, a mar¬ 
keting class at the University of 
Colorado has 618 students, and 
a political science class at the 
University of lllinois-Urbana 
has 1,156 students. 

“Enrollment is up, but facul¬ 
ty is now growing,” Pratt said. 
“The reality is that professors 
are teaching more students. In 
light of this investigation. I’m 
finding it almost Kafkaesque.”

time, focusing on what they do 

in the classroom and how much 
time they spend on research. “I 
am convinced that what you 
would find is that the actual 
time a professor spends in the 
classroom is considerably less 
than many people think,” Iosue 
said. “There is not too much 
research, but just not enough 
time spent in the classroom.” 

Universities and colleges 
rely on teaching assistants and 
adjuncts too much, he said, so 
full-time professors can do 
research, or choose not teach 
classes they don't want to, such 
as required freshman courses. 

However, Pratt said it is 
wrong to assume that teaching 
assistants are bad instructors. 
“This is not substantiated. 
Beginning teachers can be more 
interesting and fresh,” she said. 
“The enthusiasm of teaching 
assistants sometimes puts me to 
shame. 1 think it’s a bad rap.” 

She also said the “average” 
professor is a teacher and does 
not necessarily do a lot of 
research, a view Schroeder dis¬ 
agrees with. 

“The focus in higher educa¬ 
tion today is on research, not 
teaching,” Schroeder said. 
“This fact has not been lost on 
the professors. If you don’t 
believe me, go ask one yourself. 
However, don’t look for a pro¬ 
fessor in a classroom; it’s 
unlikely you'll find one.” 

The committee found an 


example of “how far out of con¬ 
trol” the use of assistants has 
gotten. During a two-day walk¬ 
out of teaching assistants in 
1989 at the University of Cali- 
fornia-Berkeley, nearly 75 per¬ 
cent of all classes were can¬ 
celed. 

“Ironically, even though fac¬ 
ulty teaching loads have been 
drastically reduced across the 
board in order to pursue 
research, a surprisingly large 
number of faculty have yet to 
publish an article, book, or 
other measurable output of 
research work,” Schroeder said. 
“More than half of all profes¬ 
sors devote fewer than five 
hours a week to research.” 

Schroeder said that higher 
education in the United States is 
at a crossroads considering the 
tension between research and 
teaching. “Many in the educa¬ 
tion community feel that higher 
education has lost sight of its 
purpose to educate the public,” 
Schroeder said.

Woody Allen’s 
Husbands and Wives 

The film equivalent 
of a suicide note

If Husbands and Wives is 
about anything, it’s Woody 
Allen’s own self-loathing. He’s 
been baring it for quite some 
time in a series of corpses that 
began with Interiors (1978) and 
continued through Stardust 
Memories (1980), A Midsum¬ 
mer Night's Sex Comedy (1982), 
Hannah and Her Sisters (1986), 
September (1987), Another 
Woman (1988), Crimes and 
Misdemeanors (1989), Alice 
(1990), and Shadows and Fog 
(1992). Ashamed of his early 
comedies, Allen prostrated him¬ 
self before Bergman and Fellini 
and made movies he hoped they 
would appreciate. His efforts 
are borderline masochistic: 
’’Knock me all you want,” he 
seems to be saying, “but if my 
name was ‘Gustafsson’ I would 
be showered with awards!” 
Rejection is music to his ears; if 
his Bergman imitations were 
accepted, Bergman would look 
disposable. 

Husbands and Wives rips 
through Allen’s art-film safety 
net. I’ve never seen a movie 
with such a bitter, vindictive 
tone—it’s the film equivalent of 
a suicide note. Woody Allen 
hates his life and his work and 
yearns to be dragged around the 
barnyard and shot. He certainly 
has the right to feel that way, 
but taking it out on everyone 
else through his movies is intol¬ 
erable. 

Husbands and Wives takes 
place in a universe of Allen’s 
own making. Annoying charac¬ 
ters wander around in an absurd 
cultural hierarchy, where it’s 
not enough to know Tolstoy if 
you don’t know Turgenev. Con¬ 
sider the tasteful apartment of 
Columbia writing professor 
Gabe Roth (Allen) and his art 
magazine editor wife Judy (Mia 
Farrow). In the living room 
alone you can see a stack of 
New Yorkers placed prominent¬ 
ly on the coffee table, a La 
Notte poster stretched across the 
foyer wall, plenty of health 
food, and mammoth book¬ 
shelves that you know contain 
at least one line drawing lap¬ 
top. Listen to the Roths remi¬ 


nisce about the night they 
stayed up to watch Wild Straw¬ 
berries on television or when 
they telepathically opted out of 
a dinner party and took a walk 
around Central Park. Gaze upon 
your whitening knuckles as 
clouds form over this, Manhat¬ 
tan love nest: Gabe doesn't 
respect her opinions ; she won't 
let him read her poetry\ he’s too 
cynical to want children; and so 
on. 

All this guff will probably 
be admired by the kind of peo¬ 
ple who find Oprah Winfrey’s 
guest shrinks profound and 
enlightening. Drenched in psy¬ 
cho-babble, Husbands and 
Wives is an endless series of 
petty arguments sparked by the 
breakup of Jack and Sally (Syd¬ 
ney Pollack, Judy Davis), the 
Roths’ best friends. 

Gabe is quick to judge Jack 
for shacking up with Sam 
(Lysette Anthony), an aerobics 
instructor; he’s so 
vicious—calling Sam a “cock¬ 
tail waitress” and slamming 
Jack’s sexuality—it’s a mystery 
how this moralist crank man¬ 
aged to keep his friends for so 
long. Sally is Gabe’s opposite: 
she contradicts everyone, 
including herself—it’s easy to 
see how Jack would grow tired 
of her. This is one of Allen’s 
crazy-bitch-goddess roles, easi¬ 
ly identified when she tells 
Liam Neeson went to Radcliffe. 
This is new; the stereotypical 
women’s lib college used to be 
Brandeis. Before that there was 
Berkeley, and before that, Vas- 
sar. (God knows what’s 
next—Emerson perhaps, with 
its ties to Nancy Drew.) 

Allen sets up comic situa¬ 
tions and then cheats his way 
out of them. As Gabe approach¬ 
es a twenty-year-old student 
(Juliette Lewis) and woos her 
with compliments, his pauses 
and fumbles are winning—he’s 
so clearly aching with lust. 
We’re geared to laugh because 
his opinions are so misdirected; 
the student is just a quiet, sim¬ 
ple girl cursed with older mens’ 
affection. (She has a past that 
would shock Dolores Haze.) 
Our eyebrows go up when she 


“misplaces” Gabe’s one and 
only manuscript in a taxicab; 
we expect to find it published 
under her own name. But the 
manuscript is later recovered 
(an awful scene, with Gabe con¬ 
descending to the cabdriver by 
offering a cash reward and 
Allen condescending to work¬ 
ing class “nobility” by having 
the cabbie refuse it), if the stu¬ 
dent’s attachment to Gabe is 
genuine, does that mean her 
writing talent—the link between 
them—is also genuine? She 
never makes an observation or 
seems curious about the world 
around her; she’s just a literary 
blank. Her brilliance is a con¬ 
ceit, something to give her sub¬ 
stance and give us a rooting 
interest in Gabe when we know 
full well he just wants to jump 
on her—Allen's duping both 
himself and the audience. 

Who else but Woody Allen 
would see a sexually precocious 
adolescent as the ultimate love 
object? Current events aside, 
isn’t it a little odd for Allen, 
who’s fifty-six, to write, direct. 

Ugly Kid Joe

What do you do when 
you’re a nameless, wise-ass 
beach party band from Califor¬ 
nia and you land the opening 
slot in a major gig with LA 
hairspray rockers Pretty Boy 
Floyd? When they found them¬ 
selves in such a situation, 
S.W.A.T. (Suburban White 
Alcoholic Trash), decided to 
change their tag to poke fun at 
Floyd in local newspaper ads: 
“Pretty Boy Floyd with Ugly 
Kid Joe” had just the sarcastic 
touch our five pranksters had in 
mind. 

As fate would have it, the 


and star himself in a movie that 
requires a twenty-one-year-old 
girl to beg him for a tongue 
kiss? 

The actors have vital materi¬ 
al to work with, but Allen spoils 
their efforts with an irritating 
narrative device. The cine¬ 
matographer, Carlo Di Palma, is 
allowed only a handheld cam¬ 
era, and the jittery results are 
supposed to heighten the “reali¬ 
ty” of every scene: these are the 
home movies nobody sees. This 
isn’t a new style of Allen’s: he 
used a handheld camera exten¬ 
sively (and beautifully) in Love 
and Death and other comedies. 
The point is meaningless (if 
love and relationships are like 
they are in the movies, I 
wouldn’t spend so much time at 
the movies) and the camera¬ 
work looks forced and art-con¬ 
scious—Di Palma is dancing on 
marbles. It’s as if Allen had 
handed the camera to an over¬ 
anxious kid moviemaker who 
thought movement = nature = 
formlessness = chaos = dis¬ 
placed values = warfare = 


gig never actually happened 
(Neither has Pretty Boy Floyd, 
for that matter), but Ugly Kid 
Joe aren’t too worried. Their 
debut EP, a humorous, heavy 
and hellacious slab dubbed As 
Ugly As They Wanna Be , has 
sold a million copies. After 
touring the US with fun-metal 
gods Scatterbrain, the band 
(Klaus Eichstadt and Dave Fort- 
man—guitar; Cordell Crock¬ 
ett—bass; Whitfield 

Crane—vocals; Mark 

Davis—drums) was quick to 
accept Ozzy Osbourne's offer 
for the special guest slot on his 
summer tour. But before they 


mushroom clouds. 

Allen thinks he's reaching 
us with his cold-sober approach; 
instead he distances us from the 
characters. Sydney Pollack and 
Judy Davis are straightforward, 
energetic performers; they don’t 
need a jitterbug camera to sug¬ 
gest emotions and moods. If 
you like looking at faces and 
admiring an actor’s range, you 
may grow impatient with Hus¬ 
bands and Wives. Shifting 
around in my seat, I wanted to 
enter the film and kick Di 
Palma’s lens in. 

All this bitching and moan¬ 
ing in Husbands and Wives may 
be good for Allen’s system, but 
it’s hardly entertaining. Judy 
jumps all over Gabe, whining 
about how little they’ve 
changed. “Change is death!” he 
whines back. “That’s a bullshit 
line!” she counters. The fact 
that Allen’s lost the ability to 
see what’s wrong with that 
exchange—that they’re both 
bullshit lines—is more tragic 
than anything he’s put on film 
for the past fifteen years.

dlin’ Prince” uses Eichstadt’s 
and Fortman’s talents for a fast, 
heavy look at our country’s 
homeless problem. “Come 
Tomorrow” lays down the 
groove in a way you might 
doubt five white boys could do, 
and “Record Man” uses an 
unassuming ballad format to 
take a tongue-in-cheek shot at 
the music industry. 

One real surprise on Ameri¬ 
cas Least Wanted is the sole 
cover song, Harry Chapin’s 
“Cat’s in the Cradle”. It’s not 
the idea of Ugly Kid Joe cover¬ 
ing a song like this that surpris¬ 
es, but the fact that they’ve 
remained true to the original, 
keeping their version almost 
completely acoustic. “Busy 
Bee”, another acoustic ballad, 
continues the display of tremen¬ 
dous musical growth for this 
band. Crane’s appealing vocal 
harmonies overlay the musical 
tapestry created by Eichstadt 
and Fortman, who handle the 


softest acoustic chords and the 
heaviest crunching riffs with 
ease. 

With all of its forward 
advancement, America's Most 
Wanted still retains the style and 
sense of humour of its predeces¬ 
sor. Heavy guitar riffs, serious 
attitude and fun haven’t been 
forgotten, just taken to new lev¬ 
els of depravity. Album opener 
“Neighbor” is a Mister Roger’s 
Neighborhood take-off that you 
might immagine in your worst 
nightmare. “Madman”, carried 
over from Ugly..., tells the tale 
of what might happen when a 
maniac is set loose in Disney¬ 
land. “So Damn Cool” has a 
slow, crunchy riff enveloped by 
a mysteriously melodic chorus.' 
“Everything About You” (as in 
“I hate everything about you) 
also comes from Ugly..., this 
time introduced by Saturday 
Night Live’s “Pat”. 

On America's Least Wanted , 
Ugly Kid Joe got everything 
right except for one thing: the 
title. With this album under 
their belts. Ugly Kid Joe are 
sure to be one of America's 
most wanted.

into practice, taking advantage 
of our city’s relatively large size 
(over 90,000 people), while 
using the students to their 
advantage. 

WZOU, a local top 40/dance 
station has just switched its 
somewhat urban-flavored for¬ 
mat to a totally different mar¬ 
ket: elevator passengers. This is 
not to criticize elevator passen¬ 
gers, or their taste in music, but 
it is unfortunate that one poorly 
managed concert can alter the 
philosophy of a radio giant like 
WZOU. The side effects of 
such a.change can be felt all 
over. Clubs follow the station's 
format—usually promoted by 
one of the local stations in 
town—or are in some way affil¬ 
iated with the stations’ people. 
This, in turn, affects which per¬ 
formers are brought to the 
area—for a time it will be hard 
to get out of the “Elevator 
Glut.” We here at UMass have 
our own radio station, WJUL 
91.5, that has rap shows on Fri¬ 
day evenings and on Tuesday 
afternoons (more info in future 
articles), you can request what¬ 
ever you want to hear, and for 
the most part, the D.J.’s will 
gladly play it. 

This is just a small taste of 
some of the hip-hop happenings 
taking place around the area. In 
future articles look for band 
reviews, record reviews, club 
news, live performance news, 
and whatever else is going on in 
the area.

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Lowell celebrates native Jack Kerouac

At the beginning of October 
Lowell celebrates the life and 
works of one of its native sons. 
Jack Kerouac. For four days 
and nights the city will be alive 
with poetry readings, jazz music 
and tours of many of Kerouac's 
old haunts. The focus of this 
year's annual celebration is 
“Kerouac, the poet." Included 


will be readings of newly-pub¬ 
lished works. 

Best known for the novel 
On the Road, Kerouac has been 
called the “father of the beat 
generation." Along with 
authors such as Allen Ginsburg 
and Lawrence Ferlinghetti, Ker¬ 
ouac created a new freedom in 
writing influenced by both the 
jazz music of the time and the 
Bohemian lifestyle he and his

compatriots led. Sadly, it was 
this lifestyle that drew most of 
the interest of his critics and 
fans. Experimentation with 
alcohol, drugs, sex, and Bud¬ 
dhist philosophy drew attention 
away from the free-flowing, 
lyrical style he was famous for. 

The author of over ten nov¬ 
els and books of poetry, Ker¬ 
ouac's Beatnick stories' On the 
Road, The Dharma Bums, and 
Desolation Angels contain 
vibrant, exciting accounts of 
Kerouac's travels in Europe, 
Mexico and across the United 
States. Before becoming the 


“King of the Beats", Kerouac 
had been a football hero on the 
Lowell High School team. It 
was these talents which won 
him a scholarship to Columbia 
University in New York. World 
War II intervened and Kerouac 
served as a merchant seaman, 
his high sea travels foreshadow¬ 
ing future wandering. 

Jack Kerouac died in 1969 
at the age of forty-six, his 
lifestyle and personal demons 
finally catching up to him. Also 
known as the “daddy of the 
swinging psychedelic genera¬ 
tion" (a title which Kerouac 


hated), Kerouac and the Beats' 
influence lived on in the 
Bohemian lifestyle of the hip¬ 
pies in the 60's. Kerouac's sur¬ 
viving colleagues still write and 
hold lectures-Allen Ginsberg 
being one of this year’s festi¬ 
val's readers. 

The next issue of the 
Connector will contain informa¬ 
tion about the festival events, 
guests, and happenings. There 
will be something for everyone, 
even those of us who don't real¬ 
ly go for poetry. Come cele¬ 
brate the free spirit of a local lit¬ 
erary legend!

Lowell — Five former 
standout student-athletes from 
six sports have been elected to 
the University of Massachusetts 
Lowell Athletic Hall of Fame. 
The five will be inducted into 
the Hall of Fame at the 16th 
Annual Hall of Fame Banquet 
on October 23 as part of the 
school's annual Homecoming 
Weekend activities. 

Dr. Wayne Edwards. Direc¬ 
tor of Athletics and a member 
of the selection committee, 
announced that Kenneth J. Con- 
nerty. Class of 1983, a four-year 
standout on the Chiefs' baseball 
team; John S. Copley, Class of 
1986, the football programs' 
all-time leading receiver; 
Robert I. Lange, Class of 1983, 
an All-American swimmer in 
the breaststroke and medley 
relay; Dennis F. Simonaitis, 
Class of 1986, a two-time out¬ 
door tract All-American in the 
10,000 meters; and Steve 
Woods, Lowell Technological 
Institute's Class of 1975, one of 
the hockey program’s early 
standouts; have been elected to 
the Hall of Fame by a ten-mem¬ 
ber selection committee. 

A fine left fielder for head 
coach Jim Stone’s baseball team 
from 1980-83, Connerty, for¬ 
merly of Burlington, Mass, now 
residing in Nashua, N.H., was 
one of the hardest working 
players to ever wear a Chiefs’ 
uniform. He was the team cap¬ 
tain his senior year and co-cap¬ 
tain as a junior. He was an All- 
New England first team selec¬ 
tion in 1982 and a second team 
honoree in 1983. He was also 
named to the All-New England 
Collegiate Conference team as a 
senior. 

The Chiefs all-time leading 
receiver in the modem era (post 
1980) of UML football, Copley,

Mass, now residing in Hopkin- 
ton. Mass., was a four-year let- 
terman playing for former head 
coach John Perreault. 

At the time of his gradua¬ 
tion, Copley was the all-time 
leading receiver in New Eng¬ 
land among Division Three 
(post 1973) pass catchers. In 35 
career games, he caught 156 
passes for 1928 yards (12.4) 
yards per catch) and seven 
touchdowns. He caught at least 
one pass in very game he 
played, one shy of the NCAA 
Division Three record. He held 
the school single season receiv¬ 
ing record (49 in 1985) until 
1989. 

An All-American under 
coach Dick Kenney in the 400- 
yard medley relay as a senior 
and the 100-yard breaststroke as 
a freshman, Lange, formerly of 
Binghamton, N.Y. now residing 
in Beverly, Mass., qualified for 
the NCAA Division Two Swim¬ 
ming and Diving Champi¬ 
onships in the 100 and 200-yard 
breaststroke as a freshman and 
the 400-yard medley relay as a 
sophomore and senior. He 
teamed with fellow Hall of 
Famers Joe Vicedomine, Don 
Jensen, and Bob Blacker to win 
the New England Intercollegiate 
Swimming and Diving Champi¬ 
onship's 400-yard medley relay 
team as a senior. 

Lange is still ranked second 
all-time in the 100 and 200-yard 
breaststro ke with times of 59.89 
and 2:12.18, respectively. He is 
presently ranked seventh in 
1,000-yard freestyle (10:45.21), 
third in 100-yard backstroke 
(57.31), and sixth in the 200 
(1:03.95) and 400-yard individ¬ 
ual medleys (4:31.00). He set 
the then school record in 100- 
yard backstroke in 1983 as a 
senior, a record that stood until 
1987, and was a co-captain of 
the 1982-83 team. 


A three-year letterman in 
indoor and outdoor track and a 
two-year letterman in cross 
country for coach George 
Davis, Simonaitis, formerly of 
Medfield, Mass, now residing in 
Tewksbury, Mass., transferred 
to the university from Dean 
Junior College. He was an out¬ 
door track All-American at 
10,000 meters in 1984 and 
1986. 

Simonaitis was a member of 
the Chiefs’ cross country team 
that finished third in the 1983 
NCAA Division Two Champi¬ 
onship. He was consistently 
among team's top four finishers 
in every race in 1983, and fin¬ 
ished 28th at the NCAA's to just 
miss earning All-American (top 
25) status. 

One of the outstanding 
hockey players of the Lowell 
Technological Institute era 
(1967-75), Woods, formerly of 
Danvers, Mass, now residing in 
Juneau, Alaska, graduated in 
1975 as the school’s all-time 
leading scorer with 160 points. 

Woods played on two 
ECAC Division Two tourna¬ 
ment teams (1972 and 1975) for 
former coach Bill Riley, and led 
the team in scoring three times. 
An excellent center, Steve still 
ranks among the all-time lead¬ 
ing scorers despite playing only 
89 games. 

He is eighth in points scored 
(160), fourth in goals cored 
(77), 13th in assists (83), third 
in powerplay goals (32), and 
sixth in game winning goals 
(10). Wood is one of four LTI- 
era players to score more than 
100 points (the other three, 
Gary Bishop (1967-71), Mike 
McElligott (1968-72), and 
Bobby Kearin (1970-73), are all 
in Hall of Fame). He had eight 
hat tricks during his career.
